as the B&xAzoes Moufet. p. i$x. a Species or two ol Can- 
tharides, three or tour forts of Lady Bttgs> and others; 
which, although of moft of them I have at prefent but 
fingle Specimens, yet if you defire the fight of them to 
defigo and fill up the Vacancies of your Plates with, 
they (hall be Tent up to you. Lift Summer being on 
our Sea-Coaft at Harwich., I obferve J no lels fhan five or 
fix Species of Cochlea Marina two of which I have fince 
found to be already noted by yoa in your excellent H'tfl. 
Cmchyl. as of Englifti Production, viz.. Seft, 5-. ». iq, 
and 43. A third I have which is by you figured, .viz. 
n. 13. but is not marked as found in England. The fourth 
agrees with your n. 8. in Figure, but having no Name, I 
cannot; be pofitive, I therefore defire your Name of it :
